Congress Action Shaping Up 


WASHINGTON — The House

FORT BRAGG. N. C.—In 
a survival school here taught 
by members of the 77th Spe- 
cial Forces Group, Airborne, 
officers and enlisted men from 
all branches of the armed 
services learn the skills of 
survival for use in all areas 
of the globe. 


The Special Forces group 
has among its members many 
experts in a primitive but 
highly effective methed of ob- 
taining food and preparation 
of game. 

With few exceptions every- 
thing that walks, crawls, swims, 
flys or grows from the soil is 
edible. Learning to live off the 
land is easy, according to the 
77th survival instructors. Black- 
berries and raspberries grow in 
Siberia just as they do in the 
United. States. Persimmons 
thrive on Guam just as they do 
in Georgia.

SEAWEED found near or on the 
shores of the larger ocean areas is 
quite edible if properly prepared 
and can be an important part of a 
survival diet. It is a valuable 
source of iodine and vitamin C. 
Boiled, it makes an excellent soup. 

If things are really bad—it is 
perfectly safe to eat poison ivy, 
oak or sumac. Just be sure that 
the plants are boiled and dried 
completely three times before 
eating. Hemlock should never 
be eaten as it is a deadly poison. 

Castor oil plants, which thrive 
in the tropics, can kill you. 

About 16,000 varieties of edible 
fungi grow throughout the world. 
Gilled fungi or mushrooms are 98 
percent safe to eat.

IN GENERAL, boiling is the best 
way to prepare wild foods. It not 
only keeps the natural juices in 
plants and tenderizes meats but 
also kills any parasites that might 
be present. 

“Oak leaves when dried and 
mashed into a fine powder make 
an excellent flavoring when sprin- 
kled on meat dishes,” remarked 
PFC James Whyte, another stu- 
dent, as he devoured a piece of 
barbecued goat leg. Acorns mashed 
into a powder can be boiled with 
water to make an unusual but fla- 
vorful beverage. 

Snakes and lizards provide some 
of the most tasty dishes of all. Of 
2400 kinds of snakes only 200 are 
dangerous to man.

STUDENTS learn that Orientals 
consider grasshoppers, hairless cat- 
erpillars, wood-boring beetle lar- 
vae and pupae, spider ‘bodies and 
termites as a rare and expensive 
delicacy. 

Fish are good eating—even if 
you must gulp them down raw. 
A light shining into the water at 
night will attract them and some- 
times they will jump into a raft. 

Fresh water fish are easy to trap 
and bait.

FORT RUCKER, Ala.—A huge 
rotor blade embedded upright in 
concrete, a squat monument re- 
sembling a gravestone, and a large 
eight-ball mounted on a pedestal 
bearing the inscription, “On! But 
never behind,” are three of the 
distinctive monuments gracing the 
green expanse of Wolters Gardens, 
the rest area of the Cargo Helicop- 
ter Student Co. here at Rucker. 

It is a school tradition that each 


graduating class of the company | 


erects such monuments as memo- 
rials to its stay and experiences 
at the Army Aviation Center. 

Wolters Gardens takes its name 
from Camp Wolters, Tex., where 
each warrant officer candidate of 
the Cargo Helicopter company 
takes his basic flight training. Hav- 
ing learned to fly the H-23 “Rav- 
en” helicopter at Camp Wolters, 
the candidates come to Rucker to 
advance to larger, more complex 
types of helicopter. 

° * « ~ 

WHEN he arrives at Rucker for 
his advanced training, the cargo 
helicopter student’s past is already 
deeply colored with tradition. In 
a sense, the traditions he learns 
here represent a continuation of 
things already experienced. Two 
of the traditions he has already 
experienced are “Butt Hill” and 
“Miss Mealy Mouth.” 

Every class at Camp Wolters 
is eventually obliged to hold a 
complete military funeral serv- 
ice for some taboo or out-of-place 
object found during one of its 
inspections. Frequently it is a 
cigarette butt. Whatever it hap- 
pens to be, it is interred with 
full military honors—including 
taps and rifle volleys—on Butt 
Hill. 

Every week, the class that has 
done the least well in its studies 
and other duties is given the honor 
of caring for Miss Mealy Mouth— 
a smelly, cantankerous and de- 
manding donkey. 

Soon after he arrives at Fort 
Rucker, the warrant. officer candi- 
date finds himself taking part in 





many new customs. The first to 





be dealt with. involves the “shap- 
ing-up” of his barracks. 


Until the condition of his living 
quarters- is up to company stand- 
ards, the candidate is restricted 
to his company area. To remove 
this restriction, the candidate finds 
that it is necessary to simonize 
his barrack floors to the point 
where they shimmer like the sur- 
face of a lake—and keep them that 
Way. 

To make sure that they do in- 
deed stay that way, an artful 
strategen is employed. Return- 
ing to his quarters during the 
noon hour, when it would be 
inconvenient to remove his 
boots, the resourceful candidate 
—and all candidates seem to be 
unusually resourceful — reaches 
under the barracks te retrieve 
his “scuffies” from their storing- 
place. 


“Scuffies” are oversize, low-cut, 
sock-like pieces of cloth designed 
to be worn over boots to keep 
them from direct contact with the 
simonized floor surface. Standard 
equipment for every candidate, 
they are even donned by the class 
wives on the special day when 
they are allowed to visit their hus- 
bands’ quarters, though from time 
to time a generous class may _al- 
low its wives to enter the barracks 
without them. 

+. * “ 

PERHAPS the biggest day—next 
to graduation—of the candidate’s 
stay is the day at the beginning of 
the final stretch when he puts on 
his orange tabs—the orange pieces 
of felt, worn on the shoulder strap 
of his jacket and shirts, which dis- 
tinguish the candidate as a senior. 
Henceforth, within the company, 
he is accorded all the respects 
due a full warrant officer—which 
he officially becomes on the day 
of graduation. The tabs are donned 
during an impressive full-dress 
ceremony, complete with parade. 

The construction of the class 
monument and plaque complete 
the candidate’s traditional duties 
at Rucker. The class plaque is a 
flat, shield-like piece of wood bear- 
ing a colorful Army aviation motif 
and the class slogan.

VARIOUS. PRINCIPLES of x- 
ray operation also are under study 
now, all aimed at eliminating the 
large generator in current use.

TOMORROW’S SOLDIER also 
may see the conventional hypo- 
dermic needle give way to a pain- 
less jet injection apparatus, nick- 
named the press-o-jet. First tested 
at Walter Reed Medical Center’s In- 
stitute of Research in- Washington, 
it has been under study since 1946. 

The injector resembles a Luger 
pistol with a rubber rest at the 
nozzle to keep it from slipping off 
the arm, Pressing one trigger loads 
the magazine with vaccine from.a 
bottle fixed in the butt of the in- 
jector, and a second trigger drives 
the serum through the skin by air 
pressure. 

In addition to having a psycholo- 
gical advantage over a “needle,” 
the press-o-jet can inoculate 200 
men in half an hour. So far about 
25,000 persons have been inocu- 
lated with the pistol—1685 receiv- 
ing triple typhoid shots in a single 
day during Army trial runs. 

Another advantage is that the 
possibility of transmitting blood 
borne diseases such as serum hepa- 
titus from one person to another 
is virtually eliminated, Reports in- 
dicate that press-o-jet immuniza- 
tion y be more, effective than 
shots given by the conventional 
method.

® EDITORIALS 
Throw Out OF-Q! 


That archaic institution known as the 
mandatory Class Q allotment system appears 
to be getting a thorough going-over (in 
words, if not in action) at the Pentagon, 
The wheels are considering revising the sys- 
tem se as to make it less paternalistic, giving 
enlisted people a chance to draw this quar- 
ters allowance across the pay table each 
month. Now, of course, it is mailed sepa- 
rately to each family’s home, often arriving 
late and causing unnecessary, though tem- 
porary, hardship. Most enlisted men con- 
sider the system an insult to their status as 
sound family heads and would just as soon 
have nothing to do with it. 

Well, as we understand it, that would be 
all right with some of the people at the 
Pentagon.” But it would not be all right 
with others, who prefer things as they are. 
Still others would like to see a compromise 
worked out whereby the system could be 
half-mandatory and half-voluntary (we al- 
most said half-slave and half-free). And, 
this being an all-service matter which re- 





quires the approval of Congress, an agree- 


ment is not easy to come by. 

For our part, we fail to see what all the 
argument is about. The mandatory Class 
Q system was set up during War II to pro- 
tect the dependents of 15 million ill-assorted 
soldiers, sailors and marines. It has outlived 
its usefulness; it is not needed in the career 
service; it should be abolished. 

These are only a few of the reasons why 
Cengress should be asked to deal the quietus 
to this outmoded system. If defense plan- 
ners need another reason—and one’ we 
should think would score well with the legis- 
lators—they have it in the clear, sweet name 
of economy. 

Speaking for the Army alone—you may 
add your own figures for the other services 
—the first saving would occur in thousands 
of unit personnel offices, where clerks would 
no longer have to type the allotments them- 
selves and their associated Dependency Cer- 
tificates. Next would come a revolution in 
finance offices throughout the world, where 
the posting of these documents would be 
eliminated. But by far the greatest saving 
would occur in the elimination of Class Q 
functions at the Finance Center in Indian- 
apolis. All of this would not only save the 
cost of processing and auditing these docu- 
ments, but would wipe out the need to write 
and mail hundreds of thousands of checks 
each month. 

Carrying this to its logical conclusion, 
we also contemplate the savings in opera- 
tional costs at the Treasury Department, 
which, no longer having the duty of clearing 
all those checks, would not have to reconcile 
them, either. (Don’t forget what the Post 
Office would save by not having to deliver 
them in the first place!) 

We haven’t a lot of figures to throw at 
you in support of this argument, whose 
merits seem just plain obvious to us, but 
it should be no great task for the chief of 
Finance to come up with a number repre- 
senting what this unwanted “service” act- 
ually costs each year. Costs should include 
the pay of military and civilian workers, 
supplies, direct utility charges, machine 
rentals, and a pro-rata share (based on 
square feet of occupancy) of operating the 
Army Finance Center. An interesting sum, 
we'll wager. 

Of course, in proposing such a ruthless 
plan as this, the Army will have to turn a 
deaf ear to the screams of anguished politi- 
cians. in Indiana and their displaced con- 
stituents. But if the Army does so, can the 
upright gentlemen of Congress do less? 
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Specialists Still in Stew 


By “SPECIALIST SECOND” 
Japan 

Before the institution of the NCO-Spe- 
cialist system in July 1955, the Army had 
felt for some time that there should be a 
distinction between a man whose primary 
job was leadership and another whose 
primary job was technical. 

When the system was put in operation, 
however, certain difficulties cropped up. 
Many COs weren’t about to convert their 
top three graders into specialists, whether 
they should be converted or not. Men 
who should have been converted weren't 
because they had connections and men 
who had no technical skills whatsoever 
were converted because they were rotten 
NCOs (or had bad connections.) 

That this is evident is shown by the two 
attempts in the past 24% years by the De- 
partment of the Army to reevaluate the 
men who were improperly converted in 
1955. 

But time is a great leveler. In the past 
2% years the men who couldn’t make it 
as NCO have faded into the background — 
glad to be cooks and truck drivers to keep 
E-5; have been reduced for inefficiency or 
misconduct; or, a few, have learned a skill 
and are worthy of being called Specialist. 
For the most part, today’s upper grade 
Specialists (SP2, Spl, and MSP) are 
competent and hard-working. In many 
cases they would be NCOs except for re- 
strictions of MOS and TO&E. 

* * on 

WHICH BRINGS UP something else — 
restrictions of MOS and TO&E. 

I feel that for the most part the MOS 
system is a good System and this article 
is not concerned with its weaknesses. But 
because of MOS and TO&E. restrictions 
many a good man has been passed over for 
promotion and many a specialist should be 
an NCO, and vice versa. That the NCO- 
Specialist system isn’t working is evident 
in hundreds of examples. To give a few 
gleaned from my experience ...

ITEM: What is the correct ‘title for a 
specialist? “Specialist!” That’s logical, 
but to many officers and EM of the old 
Army an E-4 is “Corporal” and an E-5 ahd 


up is “Sergeant.” 
to “Specialist.”

ITEM: “There is no rank among spe- 
cialists,” (direct quote from a colonel.) 
Fine, but the JTR considers an E-5 an E-5 
and there is no nonsense about the travel 
of. an NCO’s dependents over the travel of 
a specialist’s dependents. When there is 
a work detail and no NCOs in the area — 
who is put in charge? The ranking spe- 
cialist. And if one man refuses to work 
what authority has the specialist to order 
the man to work? I have yet to see a 
court martial where a man “did willfully 
disobey a lawful order given by his 
superior specialist.” 

* * + 

ITEM: The specialist is not an NCO and 
therefore can. have no NCO “prestige.” 
There seems to be a general misconception 
among officers and NCOs alike that NCO 
“prestige” comes with an NCO mess, an 
NCO club, NCO billets, and various privi- 
leges. f 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Prestige comes with good example and ef- 
fective leadership. As more and more 
men who can do.something (specialists) — 
as opposed to those who ean only tell some- 
one to do something (NCOs). — are pro- 
moted to the upper three grades, the 
lower grades are tending to follow their 
example. 

An indication of the insecurity many 
NCOs feel is the attempt to rebuild the 
“backbone of the Army.” It can’t be done. 
Men will follow a true leader, not one 
made so by artificial means.

ITEM: There seems to be no consistency 
throughout the Army as to the exact 
status of the upper three grade specialist. 
(“A SP3 is a glorified PFC” — direct 
quote from a master sergeant. This feel- 
ing seems to be universal.) 

At Fort Swampy he is the same as an 
NCO, except that he wears different 
stripes; at Camp Ennui he pulls KP and 
guard with the other glorified PFCs; else- 
where, he is somewhere between the two.

NEW ALBANY, Ga.: Although 
I de not normally write letters to 
the editor, I am ‘compelled. te 
comment upon the article, “From 
Today’s Ideas,” in your 30 Novem- 
ber issue. I do not necessarily 
consider it a “problem” how to 
load and fire a 106mm recoilless 
rifle from inside an infantry armor- 
ed carrier. 

We know, from the Battle of 
Crecy, how the longbow bested the 
heavily armored knight and steed. 
We also know that as impenetra- 
ble armor plate is devised, pro- 
jectiles to penetrate it are -in- 
vented. 

In our century, and for some 
years to come, we must learn to 
overcome masses of men and lurh- 
bering, heavily armored vehicles 
by our skillful use of firepower 
and mobility. The tank (M-48) 
as we know it will soon (must) 
underge an evolution which will 
undeubtedly evolve in a mobile, 
long range (logistically, vs 60-70 
mile unrefueled range of the M-48 
tank) and accurate instrument for 
which it is designed; it will do the 
same job — sans heavy armor 
plate and static slugging tactics 
— as our present tank with less 
strain on resupply, employing 
tactical mobility together with our 
present system of calibrating and 
sighting devices with considerably 
less crew ‘raining. time. 

I consider that the 106mm recoil- 
less rifle, Y%-ton truck-mounted, a 
more effective weapon than the 
medium tank. It takes less time 
te train its crew, fires as effective 
a round, takes less gasoline and 
oil to move it over a comparable 
distance, makes less noise, is 
easier to conceal and, by far, more 
mobile and can perform exactly 
the same AT mission as the heavier

tions for college-level schooling in 
fields needed by the Army. 

Officials said that the Army al- 
ready has an enlisted civil school 
program and enough authority to 
expand it. However, they ad- 
mitted that only a handful of en- 
listed members were going to col- 
lege under the program. The em- 
phasis up to now ‘has been on of- 
ficer education, specifically post- 
graduate training’ in fields the 
Army needs. 

With the increased demand for 
engineering skills, the Army will 
ask Congress this year for mone/ 
to send more enlisted members to 
college for their degrees. 

The Navy has just announced 
that it is expanding its program 
for college-level education for out- 
standing enlisted men. It will ask 
for funds and authority this year 
to send 500 men to college in Sep- 
tember 1958. 

The Army expects its program 
to be ready or the 1958-1959 school 
year, also. 

Details of the Army program are 
not yet available. Officials are 
hesitant to announce them at least 
until they have received Budget 
Bureau approval for the increase 
in funds needed. 

With the increasing emphasis on 
scientific education that is a post- 
sputnik phenomenon in the United 
States, a well-prepared program is 
likely to be approved. 

* * * 


THE NAVY PROGRAM plans to 
offer enlisted members with some 
service a four-year enlistement 
during which they will attend col- 
lege in the Winter, work in Navy 
laboratories, on board ship or at 
shore installations during the Sum- 
mer vacation period. These men 
will draw pay of their grade and 
have their tuition and other costs 
paid. 

Thus far, the program is similar 
io that the Army expects to have. 
However, the Navy expects to com- 
mission all its successful appli- 
cants. The Army at this time 
makes no such promise, though it 
admits that most of those who fol- 
low the civil school program suc- 
cessfully will be able to qualify for 
commissions under officer procure- 
ment programs. 

The Army is limited by law to 
sending members to school for no 





more than one-half of any enlist- 
ment. 

BOTH the Army and the Navy 
plan to require a year of service 
for each year of schooling. For 
the Navy this is a change. Its 
past program (the “Purdue Plan” 
under which fleet petty officers 
were sent to Purdue University 
and the University of Washing- 
ton) called for two years service 
for each year of schooling. 

The civil school program in the 
Army will probably be available 
for a man just out of basic train- 
ing. In fact, it is thought that 
men may be enlisted specifically 
for the program. 

The Navy will require some 
service following boot training be- 
fore a man can qualify for college. 

7” - * 

IN ANNOUNCING its new pro- 
gram, the Navy said that it now 
has four major programs under 
which it is increasing the scien- 
tific and engineering knowledge of 
its members. When all four pro- 
grams are in full swing, it will 
have at least 500 men each year 
in college or higher level civilian- 
type school programs. 

Besides the enlisted program, the 
Navy plans to increase its post- 
graduate education program — in 
which there are now 800 officers 
studying — by about 160 a year 
in engineering and scientific fields 
alone for four years. It will in- 
crease from five to 25 the number 
of officers it educates under its 


advance science program each 
year. 
The Navy has also dropped 


about 20 courses from those that 
a man may follow and also quali- 
fy for a commission under the 
Naval ROTC program.

THE ARMY is now surveying 
its educational effort and will sup- 
ply soon a study of how it is using 
and training the scientific poten- 
tial it has. Officials admit that 
this is partly because of the 
Navy’s announcement. But this 
study was begun before the Navy 
announced its. program. 

All the services, as a result of 
the Cordiner study and of recent 
events in Russia, are re-examin- 
ing their use of scientifically 
trained manpower and of their ef- 
forts to increase their . potential.

Reserve officers on active duty 
whose Reserve grade is higher 
than their active duty grade would 
retire in the higher grade but 
would get no time-in-grade credit 
for the higher grade, unless they 
had actually served in that higher 
grade, 


Another large group affected by 
this ruling are enlisted men, for- 
mer officers, who hold Reserve 
commissions and who have more 
than 10 years active commissioned 
service. These men, if not given 
Reserve promotions, will get time- 
in-grade credit for any time actual- 
ly spent serving in their highest 
commissioned grade. 

* “ . 

FOR EXAMPLE, a man now 
serving as a master sergeant, who 
holds the grade of lieutenant col- 
onel in the Reserve and who was 
released from active duty as an 
officer after more than 10 years 
active commissioned service and 
after 2% years service as a lieu- 
tenant colonel, will retire on the 
pay of a lieutenant colonel with 
over two but less than four years’ 
service, multiplied by 2% percent 
for each year of service creditable 
for pay purposes, if he has com- 
pleted more than 20 years aciive 
federal service. This man will not 
receive credit for time-in-grade, 
even though he holds the Reserve 
grade of lieutenant colonel, if in 
fact his active duty grade was that 
of master sergeant. 

Retired pay will continue to be 
figured on exactly the same basis 
as it has in the past. The Cor- 
diner bill makes nochange in that. 
But it will be paid, during the 
first four years of the Cordiner 
bill, om the amount of money an 
officer receives at the time of re- 
tirement.

four-year period, retired pay-will

TO GO BACK to the master ser- 
geant cited above — assume that 
he now has 24 years service for 
pay purposes and can retire a 
any time and that July 1; 1958 is 
both the anniversary on which he 
begins a new year of service sand 
the date on which the Cordiner 
bill becomes law. 

He can retire today at $383.76 
per month. Retired pay under the 
present pay law would go ‘up 
$15.99 (2% percent) on July 1 to 
$399.75. 

Under the present law, on July 
1, 1959, retired pay would be 
$438.62 and would increase each 
year for four years by 2% percent 
of base pay and longevity, or 16.87 
a month to a maximum of $503.10. 

Under. Cordiner, lieutenant 
colonels will get their raise in $50- 
per-month-per-year increments. In 
our example, the pay now and 
through June 30, 1958, is $639.60. 
It remains at this figure after July 
1 (more than 24 years’ service 
does not bring a longevity raise). 

Pay for lieutenant colonels with 
more than two years and less than 
four years service under Cordiner 
is $750 a month. The difference 
is $110.40. It will take three years 
for this man to reach that level 
under Cordiner, even for figuring 
retired pay only.

THUS, base pay for retirement 
purposes on July 1, 1958 will be 
$689.60, on July 1, 1959 $739.60, 
and on and after July 1, 1960 
$750.00.

Crowder to Be Inactivated

WASHINGTON.—Discontinuance 
of the Branch U.S. Disciplinary 
Barracks, Fort Crowder, Missouri, 
and concurrent inactivation of Fort 
Crowder were announced by the 
Department of the Army. 

The. proposed action scheduled 
for completion before Jan. 31, 1958, 
will be taken because of a reduced 
need for Army prisoner confine- 
ment facilities. Annual savings are 
estimated at $1.2-million. Approx- 
imately 625 military personnel and 
300 civilians will be affected by 
the action. 

With the closing of the Disci- 
plinary Barracks at Crowder, the 
Army will retain three active con- 
finement facilities: the U.S. Disci- 
plinary Barracks at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kans.; the Branch U.S. Dis- 
ciplinary Barracks at Lompoc, 
Calif., and thé Branch. U:S. Disci- 
plinary Barracks at New Cumber- 
land, Pa. 

The Branch U.S. Disciplinary 
Barracks at Fort Crowder, located 
near Neosho, Mo., was established 
in 1953, utilizing existing mobiliza- 
tion type buildings constructed in 
1941-42. The support of the con- 
finement facility is-the only cur- 
rent activity at Fort Crowder.

Lewis Troops Train for Arctic 


FORT LEWIS, Wash. — Some 
1200 infantry troops are learning 
to ski here—without a flake of 
snow on the ground. 

In the absence of the real thing, 
soldiers of the 2d BG, 39th Inf., 
practice staying aboard the slip- 
pery slats in a shed floored with 
several inches of straw. 

The novice skiiers even have the 
use of a junior-sized “slalom” 
course—a straw lined ramp 15 
feet long and eight feet high at 
the upper end. 

The dry ski training is part of 
the unit’s preparation for Operation 
Cold Bay, an Arctic maneuver 
slated for February near Fort 
Greely, Alaska.

ARCTIC CLOTHING, | starting 
with “Mickey Mouse” thermal 
boots, is being issued the soldiers.

FORT CHAFFEE, Ark. — Thir- 
ty-three newly remodeled barracks 
have been completed as a series of 
proposed improvements at Fort 
Chaffee.

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. —

PFC at Ladd 
Wins Election 
Back Home 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
There’s nothing unusual about be- 
ing elected to a third term on a 
town’s city council. It is unusual 
though when the man serves on 
the council thousands of miles 
from the city which elected him. 

PFC George Keverian, stationed 
with the Army at Ladd AFB, Alas- 
ka, has just recently been elected 
to a third term as a councilman 
in his home town of Everett, Mass. 
In the city of 57,000 persons his 
friends and relatives campaigned 
to re-elect him as he worked in 
the Ladd post office. 

When he entered his first term 
of office in 1953 he was the young- 
est person, 22 years old, ever to 
hold the position. 

During his second term he was 
drafted into the Army but chose 
to keep his seat with a leave of 
absence. 

An indication of Keverian’s po- 
litical capabilities is a moral vic- 
tory in the 1954 state senate race 
in his district when he ran only 
2700 votes behind the Republican 
candidate. Previously the best any 
Democrat could do was 20,000 votes 
less than the Republican vote. The 
results of the senate race was con- 
sidered a major political upset in 
the area. 

The big problem now, according 
to Keverian, is to find out how he 
will take the oath of office since 
he will not be released from serv- 
ice until after inaugural cere- 
monies are over.

thinker would be compromising 
the mission of the infantry. Fur- 
ther, each segment of the ground 
combat arms has its mission pe-

Term ‘Pay Raise’ 
Can Be Misleading 


HARRISBURG, Pa.: The pre- 
sent squabble over a pay raise for 
servicemen is an intriguing matter 
to one exercising a bit of realistic 
sound judgment. 

You do not have to be an old 
soldier to discover that the ~so- 
called raises which have been 
given in the past, are no more 
than a process of catching up with 
the raise for the politician as well 
as the civilian worker who are paid 
directly or indirectly from govern- 
ment funds. 

Analysis of what has transpired 
in the past 15 years will readily 
disclose that with nearly every pay 
raise the soldier had to relinquish 
benefits, or pay for a _ service; 
which in turn cut the percentage 
or pay raise so that in some in- 
stances he was receiving less un- 
der the new pay plan which was 
contemplated to help him. 

The serviceman received raises 
in pay, but at the same time his 
purchasing power was reduced by 
requiring him to pay income tax, 
and pay more for PX and commis- 
sary items because of the change 
in management and operation. The

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Constructive Credit 
Need Under Title ll 


KILLEEN, Tex.: Title IH, Pub- 
lic Law 810, provides constructive 
service for Reserve officers retir- 
ing at age 60 by crediting them 
with 50 retirement points for each 
year, prior to passage of the act, 
that they held a Reserve commis- 
sion and were not on active duty. 

The acts providing for integra- 
tion of officers into the Regular 
Army since World War II provide 
for constructive service to be 
counted for retirement under Title 


Only Title II does not recognize 
constructive service. It is sub- 
mitted that the extension of the 
constructive service provided by 
Title III to those officers eligible 
therefor for the purpose of retire- 
ment.under Title II would be ad- 
vantageous to the services. 

Under present law, many officers 
with from 12 to 18 years of active 
service are being separated and, 
to protect their equity in the re- 
tirement program, are enlisting in 
the Regular Army. Those sepa- 
rated before 1 July 1957 have en- 
listed in grade E-7. Those sepa- 
rated on or after that date are 
enlisting in. lower grades deter- 
mined by the Adjutant General. 

This inequity is not .conducive 
to high morale, nor is the usurpa- 
tion of grade E-7 by former officers 
readily . acceptable to E-5’s and 
E-9’s_ whose opportunities for pro- 
motion are thereby reduced. 

To credit 50 retirement points 
per year of inactive duty for re- 
tirement under. Title II is not like- 
ly to be very costly. The per- 
centage of War II officers who 
would be ‘benefitted would be rela- 
tively small, and this recognition 
of ‘their readiness to build the 
forces which fought War II and 
Korea would be a small token of 
appreciation by a grateful govern- 
ment. 

The greatest amount that any 
one person could benefit- would be 
a 38month reduction in the 20- 
year active service requirement. 
To be eligible for this amount, he 
would have had to retain a Re- 
serve commission from the close 
of War I until .the beginning of 
War II and to have accumulated 


nearly 17 years, 10 years as an of-|: 


ficer on active duty, to be eligible 
for retirement. The number who 
qualify under these conditions can- 
not be large. 

It is recommended that Congress 
be solicited to amend Title II, Pub- 
lic Law 810, to provide construc- 
tive service toward retirement for 


inactive years prior to passage of.

Missile Master’ electronically 
stores all information on targets in 
the area and presents it on a TV- 
like picture tube in a simplified 
form.

Awaiting the progressive move to 
missiles, the temporary head- 
quarters — only until. the 20th — 
is now at Fort MacArthur. 

Thus the last four active Army 
gun sites, two in Manhattan 
Beach, one in Baldwin Hills and 
one in Inglewood, have been 
closed. 

No longer does the night guard, 
armed with carbine, patrol the 
ridge along the Baldwin Hills unit.

There IS a Superman, 
But He’s Unemployed 


HOLLYWOOD. — When you parents feel the time has come to 
perch your offspring on your knee and tell him about Santa Claus, 





I think you would be doing him another favor by giving him a run- - 
down on TV’s “Superman.” A littlé disillusionment now may save 


him from a psychiatrist’s couch later on. 


If your small fry has been watching Superman’ on ABC-TV 


Monday evenings, he undoubtedly is convinced that his hero is in- 
destructible. He.has seen buildings fall on Superman, bullets rico- 
chet off his broad chest and other mayhem practiced on him with 
no ill effects. 

(The only thing that can stop Superman, we're told, is kryp- 
tonite, an ee Be | isn’t likely to get an overdose of because the 
stuff isn’t even found on our planet.) 

Actually, all of these superhuman abilities are small comfort 
to the man who has been playing Superman for nearly seven years, 
George Reeves is currently unemployed. His “Superman” con- 
tract has expired. 

This does not mean, of course, that our kids will be deprived 
of watching Superman “fight his never-ending battle for truth,” 
as the announcer crows. The producers of this TV opiate for chil- 
dren will go right on repeating the 105 filmed episodes for one of 
the most profitable ventures ever to hit TV. 

By averaging these 105 films over the past seven years, you can 
see that George Reeves hasn’t been overworked. During a period 
of two years, he never donned Superman’s monogrammed cape and 
long underwear once. 

“That’s when I got real unhappy, buf we negotiated a new con- 
tract for more money, and everything was fine again,” Reeves 
recalls, 

Although his contract allowed Reeves to take on other acting 
jobs, he found them hard to come by. Except for parts in two 
movies (“From Here to Eternity” and “Westward Ho the Wagons”), 
he was unable to land anything. Producers decided he was too 
closely identified with Superman, which gives you a gauge to the 
depth of the average producer’s thinking processes. 

“Superman” draws almost strictly a kid audience. 
it can be repeated again and again. 
gain one every year,” as Reeves puts it. 

What is Reeves going to do now? Well, he would like to become 
a director: Acting no longer intrigues him. 

“Do you feel you sold yourself out as an actor when you signed 
for Superman?” I ask. 

“How can a starving actor sell himself out? I wasn’t doing 
anything when this chance came along. ‘The way I look at it, a 
working actor is a good actor, no matter what he’s doing,” says 
Reeves. 

A little more than a year ago Reeves got himself a guest spot 
on Perry Como’s show (then being hosted by Tony Bennett). He 
sang and played the guitar, something he does rather well, but he 
had to wear the Superman garb. Nobody is interested in George 
Reeves as a guest star, or even Clark Kent, Superman’s alter-ego. 

Reeves can’t take just any guest shot, either. It was under- 
stood when he took the Superman role that he would not do any- 
thing to “demean” the character. This ruled out many TV skits 
where the host wanted to make a bum out of Superman, or generally 
poke fun at him. 

There’s an outside chance he may be called into Superman’s 
uniform again, if the producers decide to get magnanimous and 
give the kids a few more new films. However, they are now 
working on a new series titled “Super Pup,” which would employ 
midgets wearing dog masks. 

So you see, kiddies? Superman does have problems he can’t 
overcome, and kryptonite isn’t the only one. Also, the poor guy 
hasn’t even got an “Emmy” or any other award to grace his mantel- 
piece—unless you count the one bestowed upon the show by the 
National Association for Better Radio and Television, which rates 
“Superman” as “Most Objectionable.”

| ae those who think of Robert Casadesus only as a fine 

pianist, a new M-G-M disc (E-8521, $3.98) will reveal 
him as a composer. His concert pianist wife, Gaby, with 
the Guilet String Quartet, records his Piano Quintet in C (Op. 16). 
On the overside, Daniel Guilet joins her for the Sonata No, 2 in A, 
Op. 25. 

The sonata is not quite inventive enough to be mistaken for 
Hindemith, but the influence is evident. The quintet is in the neo- 
classic vein with French overtones. These labels are not meant. to 
imply that the music is simply derivative. It is better than that 
without being reaily important. Performance is impeccable and 
recorded sound is good but perhaps a shade too brilliant.

REGINALD KELL is to many the clarinetist par excellence. 
On Decca (DL-9926, $3.98), Kell exhibits both his and the clarinet’s 
virtuosity. Sometimes accompanied by Brooks Smith and sometimes 
solo, Kell plays selections ranging from Handel and Corelli through 
Beethoven dnd Ravel to Benjamin and Richardson. The early music 
lends itself to the instrument well, as does the Jamaican Rhumba; 
others are not as successful. The playing is exemplary throughout, 
as is the sound. 

* . + 

IT SEEMS that almost all artists feel impelled to tackle the 
staples of concert literature early in their careers. This often puts 
them at a disadvantage when their discs are compared with those 
of the long-established players. In keeping with this pattern, Alfred 
Brendel (on Vox PL-10420, $4.98) presents Liszt’s Piano Concertos 
Nos. 1 and 2. They are labored, unimaginative performances and his 
competition in these works is fierce. A student of Edwin Fischer 
should do better, and perhaps he would in other music. Nor does 
the conductor, Michael Giesler, get the most from Vienna’s Pro 
Musica Orchestra.

CAMDEN records are frequently rewarding if one’s emphasis 
is on the music rather than the sound. Such a record is one of 
Lotte Lehman singing lieder (CAL-378, Vol. 1, $1.98). The purist 
may object to liberties taken and to certain unmusicianly traits 
(audible breathing, for instance) but Lehman’s fame is in her voice 
and in her ability to project the meaning of the music. These 
Schubert, Wolf, and Brahms songs were recorded at various times 
and the quality varies, too.

Meanwhile, the overall consumer 
price index has risen by 98 percent. 
Moreover in such areas as bus and 
rail fares, residential construction, 
wholesale food and metals the index 
has zoomed from 35 to 180 per- 
cent. 

The lines also say that not only 
does the dollar buy more air mile- 
age than it did 20 years ago, it 
also buys additional air luxuries 
and safeties.

At any rate, this shows that we 
have been going thru—and still 
are—an era of emphasis on suspen- 
sion and chassis. It certainly hasn’t 
been as well publicized as the en- 
gine and horsepower derby, but it 
definitely is no less important. 

Detroit has given us such auto- 
mobiles as the Pl , one 
of the most roadworthy cars cur- 
rently available in this or any 
other country. Several famous 
automotive authorities have admit- 
ted that it qualifies as a “Gran 
Turismo” machine that can make 
many a pure-bred sports car look 
slightly ill as far as handling is 
concerned! 

What most amazes foreign 
critics is that U.S. engineers have 
been able to build so much more 
stability and fine handling quali- 
ties into recent models while mak- 
ing them even more comfortable 
to ride in than in the past. 


There has long been a feeling | 


that good handling and _ soft, 
smooth riding qualities were 
mutually exclusive. 


That this attitude has been very 
definitely disproved is an even 
more important feather in Detroit’s 
cap than the way in which it 
earlier showed that powerful en- 
gines don’t necessarily have to be 
temperamental, rough and not 
suited for “average” driving. 

(These developments, inciden- 
tally, have resulted in raising the 
stock of the U.S. auto industry tre- 
mendously in the eyes of our more 
knowing overseas brethren).

Brake, Tire 
Check Must 
For Winter 


By SEYMOUR CARFAX 

Ore thing which the sud- 

den advent of winter last 
week demonstrated was the 
fact that a lot of people who in- 
dulge in a fairly thorough spring 
checkup on their automobiles ne- 
glect that precaution before winter 
comes. 

It was also evident, here in 
Washington where our winters are 
fairly mild but where the popula- 
tion is composed of residents from 
States all over the Union, that peo- 
ple from the more northerly lati- 
tudes, where they drive on snow 
sometimes as much as four months 
of the year, know more about its 
trickiness than the people without 


that experience. 
” ” * 


PROBABLY a large percentage 
of the people who suddenly find 
themselves at right angles to their 
normal course between the snow- 
banks, if interviewed would reveal 
the fact that they ¢ry to start or 
stop too quickly; with too much 
power. The engine should give the 
brakes a break and some drivers 
who probably know enough to turn 
into a skid when it happens on a 
wet or muddy pavement aren’t pre- 
pared to do it on one covered with 
slippery slush or a thin coating of 
ice 

But these folk are the execption. 
There are other, mechanical con- 
ditions which, if not checked be- 
fore a summer-driving vacation be- 
gins may prove even more danger- 
ous in winter. 

Conditioning of a car for winter 
driving is sometimes limited to a 
timely dose of anti-freeze. Even 
this is frequently neglected. This 
negligence cost American drivers 
$56 million in radiator and engine 
trouble last year. 

Before winter comes the 
whole chassis, electrical system 
and other sensitive points need a 
going over. And tire treatment 
is highly important. 

First, snow 
but, second, 
you have to 
packed snow 
tances. 

Also, it pays to ride a little less 
comfortably over frozen roads than 
to deflate to the point where trac- | 
tion is lost—this, as a matter of 
fact is true of summer driving, too. 
A tire deflated safely on a hot day 
to make up for the outside temper- 
ature should be reinflated for 
normal conditions. Furthermore, 
if you insist on a racing speed on 
a perfectly smooth throughway it 
is always better to increase pres 
sure by from four to six pounds. 

* * « 

THE NATIONAL Safety Council 
after exhaustive tests has come out 
with the dictum that the common 
belief is incorrect that reducing 
pressure below normal decreases 
the danger of skidding. It was 
explained that treads buckle in the 
middle and only the outsides of 
the tire remain on the surface and 
get a grip on the road.

Tasting the bitter with the 
sweet, the next quarter and per- 
haps the rest of the fiscal year is 
expected to witness more unem- 
ployment, less business expansion, 
greater caution, no tax relief, 
heavier defense and foreign aid 
appropriations and deficit spend- 
ing. 

Further Government outlays 
helped, although they weren’t ex- 
pected to bring immediate stimula- 
tion to business and industry for 
it is doubtful if the budget sub- 
mitted in January will reveal much 
change. That will come later and 
its impact therefore, further de- 
layed. But it at least was not an 
ill wind that blew nobody good; 
$500 million to $2 billion which 
the Administration was expected 
to ask of Congress, along with a 
possible boost of some $5 billion in 
foreign aid, at least provided 
more feathers for the pillow be- 
tween us and a hard bust if not a 
more or less gentle bump.

Buchanan School Teaches 
English to Puerto Ricans 


FORT BUCHANAN, Puerto Rico 
—The Army Training Center, Car- 
ibbean here, the only Army Train- 
ing Center of its kind in the world 
for American citizen-soldiers, has 
the primary mission of teaching 
conversational English to Puerto 
Rican inductees.in order to pre- 
pare them for world wide Army as- 
signment. 

Local Spanish-speaking trainees 
are required to undergo eight 
weeks of English instruction at the 
Center upon entering the Army 
before attending basic military 
training in the U.S. 

The English training system used 
at the center is similar to that em- 
ployed so successfully with other 
languages at the Army’s Language 
School at Monterey, Calif. 

The classes are conducted by 
qualified soldiers-instructors from 
various regions of the United 
States. All instructors are college 
trained, and many possess a mas- 
ter’s or a doctor’s degree plus 
fluency in Spanish. 

Classes are held five hours a 
day, Monday through Friday, and 
the attendance is held to a maxi- 
mum of 15 trainees in order to 
speed the learning process. Instruc- 
tion in English is alternated with 
basic military- subjects in the 
USATCC training program.

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Civilian Pay 


Raise Not 
So Rosy 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


HAT certain pay raise for civil- 

ian employees does not seem 
so certain this week following the 
White House conference with Con- 
gressional leaders. 

Some influential Congressmen 
did not exactly bill and coo over 
the prospects of voting a billion 
dollar across-the-board raise for 
military’ and civilian workers. 
They particularly did not like the 
Administration coming out with it 
at that time because an AFL-CIO 
leader, Richard Gray. chief of the 
Building and Construction Trades 
Department, had just suggested 
that labor forego raises for the 
next year as an anti-inflationary 
measure. Gray, of course, was 
shielding one of the hot ones laid 
down by President Eisenhower 
some time earlier in an anti-infla- 
tion speech and he, Gray, was 
showing considerable courage, in 
the bargain. 

The Congressmen felt it did not 
look good for Ike to be asking for 
a Federal raise when labor ap- 


peared ready to help in the prob- 
lem of stabilizing the economy — 
a problem that worries Congres- 


sional leaders a good deal more 
than most people realize. 

The fact is that (A) Other labor 
leaders aren’t going along with 
Gray; Big Daddy George Meany 
publicly denounced the idea of a 
wage freeze, and (B) These union 
men got their raises last year, 
while Federal workers got inspira- 
tional talks. 

t * * 

ACTUALLY, THE GREATEST 
danger to the pay raise hopes 
probably comes from the Admin- 


istration rather than Congress 
With the cost of missile speedups 
already expected to expand the 
budget by $2 billion, expenditures 
may go well above income, which 
would be blasphemy to that great 
Republican god, a balanced bud- 
get. Attempts will be made to cut 


non-essential spending to offset 
most of the missiles increase. But 
a pay raise on top of that would 
be so much more weight throwing 
the budget out of line. 

This argument has some leaders 
in the Administration campaign-

ing against any raise at all. And 
the White House has decided that 
six percent is the top raise it ‘will 
go along with. (Last year’s ve- 
toed raise was 7.5 percent). 

Next year is an election year. 
The Administration doesn’t want 
to display a badly unbalanced 
budget and of course it doesn’t 
want to raise taxes either. 

But it doesn’t want a million 
dissatisfied Government workers, 
and, even more, it doesn’t want to 
lose valuable scientific personnel 
because of low salaries. 

The overriding consideration 
from here on out will be getting 
our Defense posture on a par with 
the Soviets’, and the final decision 
on a Federal raise will hinge on 
how necessary it is helping our 
Defense effort. 

At this point the Administration 
is still definitely expected to ask 
for a civilian raise and the odds 
are still fairly good. But any- 
thing can happen and the raise is 
by no means certain or assured.

About 37,000 scientists and 
engineers in the Defense De- 
partment were to get pay raises 
in the coming weeks by being 
moved up to the top step of their 
grade. Involved are those in pay 
grades GS-12 to GS-17. 

But at the last minute the Bud- 
get Bureau stopped the move, 


‘which had already gotten informal 


approval of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Budget said it was hold- 
ing_up the plan until the Admin- 
istration decides what it will do 
about a general pay raise. De- 
fense civilian employee leaders 
were bitterly disappointed at the 
news.

Added to- 
gether, the new system calls for 
one of the largest amount of elec- 
tronics equipment ever ordered at 
one time by the Signal Corps. 

Missile Master is the first inte- 
grated system for tying together 
all elements of antiaircraft missile 
defense from target detection to 
target destruction. Each sysem con- 
sists primarily of an’ automatic 
data communications network and 
of automatic data processing and 
display equipment. 

Army officials say that experi- 
ments with the system at Meade,

KEY PERSONNEL are: tracking 
operators, who monitor early warn- 
ing information as it enters into 
the system; tactical monitors who 
evaluate the progress of an en- 
gagement and assign specific tar- 
gets to batteries as may be neéces- 
sary; the “Friendly Protector,” 
who insures that Nike batteries do 
not fire on known friendly air- 
craft; and the battery commanders 
who are able to select or receive 
target assignments without con- 
flicting with or duplicating the ac- 
tions of other batteries. Each Mis- 
sile Master operator has a display 
console of some form. 

Target information appearing on 
the consoles of tracking operators 
is displayed with distinct: markers 
to indicate different categories of 
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Target information available to 
the SAGE system is passed on to 
Missile Master. When SAGE infor- 
mation is unavailable or incomplete 
due to technical difficulties, Mis- 
sile Master tracking operators are 
able to generate data of their own 
from the local surveillance radar. 

In either case, the data is stored 
electronically and distributed to 
all ‘display consoles in the Opera- 
tions Centers and at the batteries.

Outdoor Decorations Can Turn Home 
Into a Giant Christmas Greeting Card 


At least once a year the average 
householder has a chance to ex- 
press his individuality and decora- 
tive skill for the world to see and, 
perchance, to admire. He decides 
to decorate the outside of his house 
for Christmas . . . or enters a com- 
munity Christmas lighting contest. 

If you find yourself faced with 
the challenge of lighting the ex- 
terior of your home this year and 
feel a bit unsure about where to 
start, don’t despair. 

Looking over your house and 
grounds, you will find four gen- 
eral areas to be decorated: The 
tree, windows, doors and general 
exterior (roof, lawn, shrubs). Let’s 
take them one at a time. 

The Tree 

To outline a tree, you need one 
light per square foot. You can 
find out exactly how many lights 
your tree requires by multiplying 
its height by its width (measure 
at bottom of tree) by 1%. For 
example, if your tree is 6 feet by 
4 feet, it needs (6 x 4 x 11%=) 36 
lights to outline it properly. 

To achieve solid, mass lighting, 
double that number. But be sure 
you don’t exceed it. More than 
72 lights on a 6’x4’ tree would 
make it gaudy. 

Not all Christmas trees are per- 
fectly symmetrical cones. Some 
are short and squat; others are 
downright skinny. But you can 
disguise their shortcomings with a 
little lighting know-how. 

If your tree is short and stocky, 
hang strings of lights from the 
top in straight vertical lines. This 
makes the tree look taller. Good 
for tall trees that aren’t symmetri- 
cal, too. 

If your tree is thin, spiral two 
sets of strings, one running from 
left to right, the other from right 
to left. The result is a cross-hatch 
that gives a tree body. 

If your tree is tall and symmet- 
rical, emphasize its line by hang- 
ing lights horizontally in a series 
of even loops or drapes. 

Some tips: If you buy your tree 
much before Christmas, remove 
the bark from its bottom, keep it 
in a bucket of water. This reduces 
the fire hazard. 

When you decorate the tree, 
work from the top down, never 
from the bottom up. 

Windows 

When you decorate a window, 
bear in mind its architectural de- 
sign; the overall lighting treatment 
you plan to give the rest of your 
home’s exterior; and the decora- 
tions visible through the window. 

A large picture window at the 
front of the house can be a natural 
frame for your indoor tree. The 
obvious—and best—lighting deco- 
ration is simply to outline the win- 
dow with strings of light. 

No interior tree visible through 
the window? Drape strings from 
a lighted star at the top center, 





down tothe lower corners. Such a 
design makes a “framing” pattern 
for lighted candles or wreaths in- 
side the window. 

If your window is regulation 
size, two strings of lights with a 
star at their apex form a pleasing 
frame for a lighted wreath, tying 
the entire window decoration into 
one unit. Extend the lights to out- 
er edges of the shutters for a wider 
lighting pattern. 

If your home has two stories, 
you can add interest and sparkle 
by filling second story window 
boxes with “lighted flowers” and 
boughs of greens. 

Doors 

Since Christmas is traditionally 
a time for getting together, give 
some thought to making your door- 
ways places of glowing welcome. 

A simple but professional result 
can be achieved with new strip 
lighting and household aluminum 
foil. Crush long strips of foil to 
cover the door frame and staple 


in place. Strips of colored lights 
can be tacked onto this “foil 
frame.” 


You can decorate the front door 
itself with jolly snowmen cut-outs 
of wrapping paper. For  back- 
ground, use pine branches and 


white tipped cones tied with red 
ribbons. 

Another idea: Compliment your 
friends on their choice of Christ- 
mas cards by using them as part 
of your festive holiday doorway. 
Tack them helter-skelter to. your 





‘door and “wrap” the door itself 


as a gift package with wide plas- 
tic or oilcloth streamers to which 
a large bow is stapled. 

Garage doors often present a 
decorating problem. If your ga- 
rage adjoins the house or is lo- 
cated near enough to be part of 
the decorating theme, it can pro- 
vide a perfect background for a 
cut-out figure of a Santa. 

General Exterior 


Your house and lawn—there’s 
where you can really let yourself 
go. Whether it’s a stealthy Santa 
climbing down the chimney or a 
smiling snowman guarding the 
doorway, they can provide just the 
right highlight for your outdoor 
display. 

Illuminated pieces made of plas- 
tic, metal or glass, are available 
in the stores and range from or- 
naments a few inches high to light- 
ed figures several feet tall for use 
in the yard or for mounting on 
the sides or roof of the house. 
Use flood and spot lights to em- 


phasize them. But be sure you 
conceal the lamps so only the beam 
is visible from the street. 

Try outlining the architectural 
lines of your house with string 
lights. For greater effectiveness, 


lay three separate strings of out- 
door lights on the ground and 
stagger them so that sockets and 
bulbs are about six inches—rather 
than the usual 18 inches—apart. 
Tape thém together with weather- 
proof electrical tape.

These 
Mrs. Hannah offered to the com- 
mittee for inspection and guid- 
ance. 

The recipes were typical of the 
year 1914 with measurements 
reading “a dash of spice and a 
pinch of salt” as well as “work or 
knead to the right consistency.” 
The 1914 book was printed at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., by Army 
wives. The second book was pub- 
lished in 1922 at Fort Benning. 








When you called and a man answer- 
ed the telephone, why didn’t you 
go to Sarah’s home immediately to 
investigate? 

If I told my sons to be home 
at a certain time (and I do), and 
if they were more than 15 minutes’ 
late without a very good excuse, 
there would be some restrictions.

How do you do it?” 

I am certainly not meaning to 
pat myself on the back, just trying 
to show you that all your daugh- 
ter needs is some strict discipline. 
She needs to understand that until 
she learns how to behave like a 
decent adult, you'll have to treat 
her like a child. When she is older 
she will thank God you did.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska. — I enjoyed reading your 
column on the cancellation of All-Army sports pro- 
gram (Nov. 20), particularly your reference to Chaf- 
fee's “whiz kids” of 1954. I was statistician and man- 
ager for that outfit and your statements about that 
team were quite true. At the close of the regular 
regimental level season, Chaffee’s 12 men were 
chosen from the seven regimental teams on the basis 
of ability, sportsmanship and team play by the seven 
coaches. As you say, it is doubtful if Chaffee would 
ever have fielded such a fine team without tlie in- 
centive to strive for the Fourth Army championship 
and the subsequent right to represent Fourth Army 
at the All-Army tournament at Fort Lewis, Wash. 
And the only way such a team could have been or- 
ganized was through ‘the intra-mural program. 

I’ve been mixed up with Army athletics since 
1929 as a participant in tennis, golf and-track, and 
as Manager and sportscastey, up until the time I re- 
tired in January and I do feel that the sad state of 
the Army’s morale will further deteriorate with the 
discontinuance of the All-Army sports program. If 
the other services_can continue their programs (All- 
Navy, All-Marine, All-Air Force) there’s absolutely 
nO reason why the Army cannot.
